MAGAZINE UNDER THE REDAN.—An extract 


of n. letter from Sobastopol, professes to show 
how the Redan escaped being blown up by the 
Russians, like other forts :—"A sapper, who 
was exploring tho batteries of the Redan just 
as the Russians were evacuating the town,dis 
covered a largo .cable, which he cut in two by 
a blow of an axe, and then called the attention 
of the officers to it. On further examination it 
was found to bo a thick mctalic wire, covered 
with a coating of gutta perchn. 
This wire 


led to a very large powder magazine, dug under 
the Redan, the discovery of which inado the 
boldest tremble, when they thought of tho 
frightful explosion from which they had escap- 
ed. The wire came from across the town as 
far as tho sea, which is crossod to the other 
shore, from whence the electric spark was to 
be despatched to set fire to that volcano. It 
was discovered just at the nick of time, as the 
last soldiers had not yet evacuated tho town 
when the forts blew up ono after -the other, 
filling the trenches with tho ruins. 1 ho Ca- 
reening Fort,the Flagstaft' Battery, tho Central 
Bastion, the forts of the bay, the arsenals, and 
all the principal edifices, crumbled to the 
ground beneath the combined action of shells, 
fire and mines. The Redan and Malakoff alone 
remained upstanding, tho former saved by tho 
sapper, as just mentioned, and the latter saved 
by a shell, which, directed by Providence, had 
cut tho electric wire in two.-" :

tho condition of Crimean afTnirs lias been ob- 
tained through tlio accounts of the French and 
EnglUli, renders any information received 
through a more direct channel, peculiarly in- 
teri'ating. We subjoin some of the statements 
of Dr. 1).. though iu many points they differ ea- 
seutiully from tlioso hitherto received. 


At tho time of his departure from the Rus- 


sian camp, which waa about the middle of lust 
month, the Allies were in possession of the 
Southern side of Sehastopol, the Itusfi.-ins un- 
der GortsclmkoflT still retaining undisputed pos- 
session of their strongly fortified position on 
the Xorth side. This part of tho city, ho states, 
is still stronger than that which they have lost. 
Their forts command every part of tho South 
side which lies below them, completely within 
range of their gun*, at a depth of at le<xst over 
one hundred feet. For seven months tho work 
of fortifying and strengthening tho North ,ido 
has been going on, and now, such is tho perfec- 
tion to which they have brought that work, that 
every hill has been converted into a fort, and 
every point where cannon can bo placed ia ab- 
solutely bristling with them. 


Character of the Russian Soldiers. 


Dr. Davega thinks the Russians are among 


the finest soldiers in the world, nnd also, 
in some respects, superior to the French ; and 
ho further says, it ia a singular fact, that while 
the English and French scatter under a heavy 
(ire, tho Russians flock together and cling to 
ench other with a tenacity that knows not when 
to yield. They never think of retreat:ng, and 
rush into battle with an enthusiasm inspired by 
the deepest feeling of religion. They tell you 
they are fighting for "their God, their Czarand 
their country," and they believe that death, in 
such a cause, is little less than martyrdom. In 
fact, they regard it as such, and believo that 
the greatest sacrifice they can muko is to dio 
on the battle lield, lighting in defense of their 
church, of which they regard the Czar, under 
God, as tho head. 


Popular Feeling—Crimean Climate. 


At tho commencement of the war the highest 


feeling of respect was entertained by tho Rus- 
sians for the English, but this has undergone a 
change, and they have at last cotno to regard 
them with n feeling of contempt. It is not un- 
usual, Dr. Davega says, to hear them say,— 
"What aro tho English ? Nothing! Wo have 
beaten them in every battle, nnd would have 
destroyed them, but for the French. It is agninsl 
tho French wo light. If wo had to do only 
with tho English, we would have swept them 
off the earth before this." 


"I<do not Icnow," says Dr. Davega, "of a bat- 


tle in which tho English were not worsted, ani 
in which they were only saved from destruction 
by their allies, tho French." 


The Doctor says, that tho clirnato in tho 


Crimea is.very unhealthy, and that of nine 
Americans, who wore in tho medical staff dur. 
ng his service, five died. •

Ihe rail defender of Sclastopol. 


In regard to Todtleben, as be is more proper- 


ly named, Dr. Davega says : Tho affection 
which generals, officers and men boar for him 
amounts almost to adoration. They,aro prouc 
of him, and justly look upon hitri as tho greatest 
engineer in Europe. To him they ascribe their 
unprecedented succes in tho defense of Sebaa- 
topol. and there ia hardly a man under him who 
would not sacrifice his life, if necessary to pre. 
serve him to "Czar his own country." Todtle- 
ben isaboutthirtyyenrsofago, nnd well pro- 
portioned, with prepossessing features. He is, 
Dr. Devega thinks, a. Russo German. His won- 
derful celerity in increasing nnd strengthen- 
ing the defenses of Sebastapol astonished even 
thoso who knew him beat; nnd tho whole army 
entertain the most unbounded confidence in his 
energy, his ability and his skill.. - 


..Prospects of the Contending Armies. 


It is the opinion of Dr. Davega, that it'is ut- 


terly impossible' for tho Allies to avoid another 
winter's campaign in the Crimea-in any other 
way than by leaving it'altogcthor. Their work'
